President H. C. Perry, of the lili 
nois miners, moved that the 1903 seal*1, 
which is an advance of 5.55 per cent, 
over the present scale in the central 
district and relatively in the sou thw est 
district, be accepted for one year, the 
operation of the shot-firers’ law in Illi­ 
nois to rem ain as at present. This was 
defeated, the minora voting for it and 
the operators against it. 
F. L. Robbins, of the w estern Penn­ 
sylvania operators, moved the adoption 
of the 1903 scale for two years with 
sam e conditions. 
This was defeated 
by the operators of Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio, who voted against the propo­ 
sition. 
The western Pennsylvania op­ 
erators au d tiie miners voted for it. 
Under the ru les the votes of the op­ 
erators and miners on all m atters per­ 
taining to the wage scale m u st be re­ 
corded as a u nit, and the motion was 
lost. At this point attention was called 
to the fact tha t the hou r for adjou rn­ 
m ent had arrived, and the committee 
adjou rned for the day u ntil this m orn­ 
ing. 
Earlier in the day the miners' repre­ 
sentatives moved that the Illinois shot- 
lirera' law be regarded as a district 
m atter, to be settled by the d istrict bu t
